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MARKET  REVIEW 


For  the  first  time  since  January  of  last  year  the  world  price  of  raw 
sugar,  on  a  comparable  basis,  dropped  below  the  domestic  price.  The 
premium  on  sugar  in  the  United  States  market  during  June  amounted  to 
0.20  cent  per  pound.  During  the  preceding  16  months  sugar  for  desti- 
nations other  than  the  United  States,  sold  at  an  average  premium  of  1.46 
cents  per  pound,  and  averaged  3.23  cents  over  the  domestic  price  of 
raw  sugar  in  November  of  1963. 

For  the  second  successive  month  the  United  States  price  for  raw  sugar 
was  at  or  near  the  customary  level.  This  price  averaged  6.65  cents  per 
pound  in  May  and  6.45  cents  in  June  --  the  price  referred  to  in  Section 
201  of  the  Sugar  Act  is  currently  6.63  cents  per  pound. 

Wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar  in  all  territories  are  now  close  to 
the  1959-62  and  1962  yearly  averages.  Quotations  in  the  selling  terri- 
tories on  July  6,  1964  were  as  follows:

May  is  the  most  recent  month  for  which  the  average  U.  S.  retail  price 
of  sugar  has  been  compiled.  That  average  was  13.66  cents  per  pound. 
Some  chain  stores  in  the  Washington,  D.C.  metropolitan  area  in  early 
July  were  selling  five-pound  packages  for  59  cents,  equivalent  to  11.80 
cents  per  pound.  The  U.S.  retail  price  for  the  1959-62  period  averaged 
11  .63  and  for  1962,  11  .70  cents  per  pound. 
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Refiners'  margin  as  reflected  by  the  difference  between  the  wholesale 
price  of  refined  sugar  in  the  Northeast  and  the  domestic  price  of  raw 
sugar  dropped  from  4.13  cents  per  pound  in  May  to  3.56  cents  in  June. 

During  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  with  price  declines  in  prospect 
sugar  users  tended  to  limit  purchases.  Last  year  through  May  when 
prices  were  rising  they  were  buying  to  add  to  inventories.  The  distri- 
bution of  sugar  for  the  first  5  months  of  this  year  was  about  750,000 
tons  less  than  for  that  period  of  1963.  However,  in  June  1964  deliv- 
eries were  320,000  tons  larger  than  in  June  1963.  Distribution  of  sugar 
for  U.S.  consumption  during  June  is  estimated  at  910,000  tons  compared 
with  590,000  a  year  ago.  For  this  year  deliveries  through  June  were 
4,330,000  tons,  compared  with  4,  759 , 000  tons  for  1963. 

Cane  refiners'  stocks  continue  to  be  maintained  at  relatively  high  levels 
despite  the  accelerated  rate  of  deliveries  during  June.  On  June  27,  raw 
stocks  were  reported  as  505,000  tons  (412,000  on  6/30/63)  and  refined 
as  372,000  (317,000  on  6/30/63),  totaling  877,000  tons  compared  with 
729  >  000  tons  a  year  earlier,  and  with  953,000  tons  a  month  ago. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  25  revised  its 
estimate  of  the  1963-64  world  sugar  crop  to  59.5  million  short  tons, 
a  slight  change  from  its  March  estimate  of  59.4  million  tons,  and 
800,000  tons  above  the  Department's  first  official  estimate  which  was 
announced  in  November  1963. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  from  the  1964  crop  totaled  587,000  tons 
throughJune  20,  1964,  about  142,000  tons  more  thanfor  the  same  period 
last  year . 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  June  21,  1964  amounted  to 
970,000,  about  19,000  more  thanfor  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  Seventeenth  Session  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  was  held  at 
the  Seat  of  the  Council  in  London  on  June  17  and  18,  1964.  The  Session 
was  presided  over  by  Senor  Federico  Patino  (Mexico),  the  Chairman  of 
the  Council  for  1964.  It  was  attended  by  representatives  of  forty- one 
countries  and  an  observer  from  the  F.A.O.  This  Session  was  also  at- 
tended by  observers  from  the  Malagasy  Republic  and  the  United  Arab 
Republic  and  by  an  observer  from  the  E.E.C. 
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In  accordance  with  established  practice,  the  Statistical  Committee  re- 
viewed the  estimate  of  the  quantity  of  sugar  likely  to  be  required  to 
meet  the  needs  of  importing  countries  in  1964.  In  making  its  assess- 
ment the  Committee  had  the  benefit  of  many  official  figures .  Where 
these  were  not  forthcoming  the  Committee  had,  as  in  the  past,  to  make 
its  own  assumptions  based  on  the  best  information  available.  The  Council 
adopted  the  Committee's  revised  estimate  of  the  net  import  require- 
ments of  the  free  market  for  1964,  amounting  to  11,857,000  metric 
tons,  raw  value,  and  noted  that  the  import  requirements  of  the  United 
States  of  America  from  foreign  sources  were  estimated  at  3,266,000 
metric  tons  r  raw  value,  making  a  total  for  the  requirements  of  the  world 
market  of  15,123,000  metric  tons,  raw  value.  The  Council  considered 
this  new  estimate  against  its  revised  forecast  of  supplies  available  for 
world  destinations  in  1964  and  noted  that,  taking  the  year  as  a  whole,  it 
would  appear  that  requirements  would  againbe  in  excess  of  supplies  .  Thus 
the  Council  envisaged  a  continuation  of  a  tight  supply-demand  situation. 

The  Council  received  a  report  by  its  Preparatory  Committee  regarding 
the  bases  and  framework  of  a  new  International  Sugar  Agreement  and 
agreed  that  it  was  appropriate  for  circulation  to  member  Governments 
for  study  and  comment.  It  also  agreed  that  the  report  should  be  avail- 
able toother  interested  governments.  This  discharges  the  Council's 
obligation  under  Article  2(1)  of  the  Protocol. 

The  next  Session  will  open  on  Monday,  November  2,  1964.

STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  May  1964  Sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption,  764,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up_  about 
34,000  tons  from  April  1964,  but  down  263,000  tons  from  May  1963.    January-Way  1964  deliveries  3,417,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  down  750.000  tons  .from  January-May  1963.    Final  data  for  April  1964  deliveries 
730,000  short  tons,  raw  value  —    previously  published  preliminary  as  733,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  May    31,  1964  were  2,185,030  short  tons,  raw  value,  up_  784,000  tons  from  a 
year  earlier,  but  down  156,000  from  end  of  April  1964.    During  May  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  by 
about  138,000  tons,  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  by  5,000  tons  and  mainland  cane  processors' 
stocks  by  41,000  tons;     refiners'  stocks  increased  by  about  28,000  tons.
